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BLAMES 


Young Farmer, Also Indicted for 
Murder, Merely Laughs at 
Woman’s Charge. a 


| By Leased Wire From the New York 


Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

SALAMANCA, N. Y., Dec. 183—Three 
days in à lonely cell with only a tor- 
turing conscience for companionship 
have heaped years upon Mrs. Oynthia 
Buffom, mother of six children, who 
awaits trial on a charge of murdering 
her husband. 

In a cell directly beneath is Ernest 
Frahm, a handsome ‘young farmer, for 
whom the woman is said to have been 
willing to wipe out her entire family 
in order that she might de free. 

Frahm, too, is indicted en charges of 
murder in the first degree. 

Mrs. Buffom is said to have confessed 
her crime to District-Attorney Cole, 
after being trapped by private detectives 
(both women and men), who worked for 
nearly three months to obtain evidence 
against her. 

“The woman would have come to me 
weeks ago with a full confession if it 
had not been for Frahm,“ said the Dis- 
trict Attorney. ‘‘He is more guilty than 


Ishe and I’m going to send him to the 
chair. 


“Remorse brought her to my office 
one morning at 7 o’clock, prepared to 
tell all, but the thought of Frahm and 
his words kept her from doing so.” 


Can See owe From Cell. 
through the window of her cell Mrs. 


Buffom has a full view of the farm- 
house where she lived for years with 
her husband and children, never rich, 
but always weli-to-do and happy until 
Frahm came into her life. 

The jail attendants say she sits at 
her window all day, her eyes fixed on 
her former home. Always there is the 
same mournful refrain: 

If it hadn’t been for him! I was so 
happy. Willis was good to me. I had 
a good home. I was proud of my chil- 
dren, but 1 wanted—Oh, what a fool I 
Was.“ 

And in his cell beneath, deflant despite 
his 10-day commitment for contempt of 
court in refusing to answer questions 
put to him by the grand jury, Ernest 
Frahm obeys the orders of his counsel 
not to talk. A grin greets every men- 
tion of. anything pertaining to the case. 
See my lawyer,” he laughs. 

Frahm is about 25 years old. He is 
nearly six feet tall and weighs about 
175 pounds. He has blue eyes and a 
heavy shock of blond hair. When ar- 
raigned he stood before the Court with 
folded arms and grinned. Mrs. Buffom 


lis 39 years old and the mother of a 24- 


year-old son, brown-eyed ahd  brown- 
haired. She is considered a good-look- 
ing woman. Her arrest has brought 
deep furrows to her forehead and her 
eyes are sunken deep into her head. 
There was not a gray Hair in her head 
before she came to the jail. Now a large 
portion of it is streaked with gray. 


Son Believes Her Innocent. 


“Mamma, how old you look,” ex- 


olaimed her 12-year-old Francis who 


was her only visitor at the jail to- 
day. The prisoner’s only comforting 
moments are when her children come 
to see her. Daniel, a farmer of 232, 
has been her most valiant supporter. 
He still believes his mother innocent, 
but has repeated that he “wants the 
murder of his father revenged.” 

Her only daughter, Laura, who for 
10 weeks has been struggling against 
the effects of arsenical poisoning“ is 
too weak to be taken from the bea. 
Dt. M. L. Hillsman, who is attending 
her, says with proper care she may 
be restored to normal health within 
a year. 

Laura was one of four Buffom chil- 
dren who were stricken by the arsen- 
ical poisoning which caused the death 
of the father. Dr. Hillsman says 
there are some symptoms that 5-year. 
old Norris Buffom, who died last 
May, was poisoned. 

Willis Buffom, Mrs. Buffom’s hus- 
band, was a hard working, conscien- 
tious farmer: The domestic life of 
the couple, it is said, had not been 
a.particularly happy one during re- 
cent years. 

Not long ago James Colff, a brother 
of Mrs. Willis Buffom, Married the 
daughter of a wealthy farmer named 
Frahm, father of Ernest Frahm. This 
was the occasion For the meeting be- 
tween Mrs. Cynthia Buffom and 
Ernest Frahm, with its subsequent 
gossip. 


Called Husband Hard Drinker. 
Willis Buffom was 54 Years old. He 


became ill during July He finally be- 
came paralyzed and died a helpless in- 
valid Aug. 27. Dr. Marshall L. Hins. 
man told Mrs. Buffom het husband had 
died from either alcohollsm or arsenic 
poisoning. She said it was the former, 
and that he drank’ great quantities of 
whisky. In his statement to the Prose- 
cutor, Dr. Hillsman said he told Mrs. 
Buffom one day her husband might lin- 
ger for months. Twenty-four hours la- 
ter he was dead. 7 

Hardly had Willis Buffom been buried 


when the 10-year-old daughter, Laura, | 


became violently ill. She was followed 
by her brothers, Clarence and Herbert, 
and later by Francis. All showed symp- 
toms that marked the illness of their fa. 
ther. 

Growing suspicious, Dr. Hillsman 
called a consultation with several do- 
tors, and finally advised District Attor. 
ney Cole that Willis Buffom had died 
of arsenical poisoning and his death 
was worthy of investigation. An au- 
topsy supported Dr. Hillsman’s sugpj- 
clon. s 

In her alleged confession, Mrs. Bufforn 
is said to have admitted giving her hus.

“At the first special congress of jur- 
ists from the different countries of Eu- 
rope, which’ was held at Paris a few 
years ago, the question was warmly de- 
bated. Freedom of the air was adopted 
by a resolution passed by a small ma- 
jority: A year ago in Paris some of 
the greatest international lawyers de- 
bated aviation. A committee was then 
appointed to report on the aviation 
question at the meeting in Madrid this;

Nebraska Archeologist Presents 


‘to State University. 
OMAHA, Neb... Dec. 13. Nobert F. 
Gilder, archeologist in the field’ for the 
University of Nebraska, has sent to the 
University of Nebraska Schoo} of Med- 
icine three skiuils of former ° Nebraska 
residents. 

The one of greatest n is belleved 
by acheologists to be 20,000 years old. 
Next in interest is that tf a mound 
builder, perhaps 2000 years old, and an- 
other is that of an Indian, buried about 
100 years ago. The idea in grouping the 
three is that the medical students may 
see the development of the skull shape 
and structure. 

The age of the oldest is fixed chiefly 
by the Loiss stratum of clay in which 
it was found. Gilder dug into a mound 
builder's dwelling on the farm of Eman- 
uel Long, near F,orence, and broüght 
out a dozen skulls. He preserved the 
pit he had made until dozens of scien- 
tists had inspected it, and had declared 
that the stratum of clay surrounding

His physician then ordered him to bed 
with the determination to keep the 
President there until he had absolutely 
recovered. 

It has been the Intention of the Presi- 
dent to take a vacation during the 
holiday recess of Congress. This was 
officially announced recently, together 
with the statement that the New Year's 
reception would not take place, owing 
to the President's absence. 

Trip South Planned. 

In view of the uncertainty of a recess 
of Congress, friends of the President 
have been urging him to go to a South- 
ern climate, regardless of Congress 
suspending its activities during the hoil- 
days. It has not been definitely de- 
termined when or where the President 
will go, but it is stated that his pro- 
posed trip is the result of pre-arranged 
plans, and in no way connected with his 
present indisposition, although this has 
emphasized the need of a good rest after 
the strain of eight months of almost un- 
broken official activity.

The contract under which the 
Brownsville railroad was scold and 
which was ratified by the seven di- 
rectors described above was executed 
between the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. as manager of the Brownsville 
syndicate, and the St. Louis & San 
Francisce Railroad Co. The con- 
tract obligated the Frisco to obtain 
from the Railroad Commission 01 
Texas an appraisal or valuation of 
the Brownsville road by Feb. 1, 1910, 
ang to provide for the “authorization 
of the issue by the Brownsville com- 
pany of as large an amount of new 5 
per cent bonds as can be obtained 
thereon, in lieu of and in addition to 
the said outstanding bonds of the 
Brownsville company; but in case the 
Railroad Commission of Texas should 
allow a valuation of $12,500,000 or 
more upon the railread property as it 
now stands, the issue of bends herein 
contemplated shall not exceed $12,- 
000,000.“ 

The Texas Railroad Commission, ac- 
cording to the receivers’ petition, per- 
mitted an aggregate bond issue of $10,- 
256,000 on the Brownsville railroad prop- 
erties. The bonds were issued and de- 
livered to the St. Louis Union Trust to 
liquidate advances it ad made to the 
Brownsville syndicate. These bonds, the 
petition states, afterwards became the 
property of the New Orleans, Texas & 
Mexico Railway Co., also owned by the 
Frisco, and Are now held by the New 
York Trust Co. under the first mortgage 
of that railroad. The New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico and the Brownsville 
company are both in the hands of re- 
ceivers, appointed soon after the Frisco 
went into the receivership. 

It has been said that the stockholders 
of the Brownsville railroad formally 
ratified the sale to the Frisco in March, 
1910. 


Deal Put Up te Stockholders 

in Blanket Resolution Year Later. 

The Frisco stockholders had a meet- 
ing in St. Louis, May 16, 1910, to author- 
ize a $50,000,000 bond issue on the New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexico properties, 
which included the Brownsville road, 
but no proposition to ratify the pur- 
chase of the road, which had been made 
by the directors six months before, was 
submitted at that time. 

The receivers. copied into their petl- 
tion a part of the record of the pro- 
ceédings of the annual stockholders’ 
meeting in St. Louis, Nov. 14, 1910. This 
record states: 

“The minutes of.the meetings of the 
board of direct of the company and

Yoakum was one of the 
original organizers of the Browns- 
ville syndicate, and Campbell became 
interested in the syndicate after it 
was organized, 


Frisco Men Diected to Succeed 
Rock Island Representatives. 

The facts set forth in the receivers’ 
petition were taken from the minutes 
of the directors’ meeting, at which the 
resolution authorizing the ptirchase of 
the Brownsville Railroad was passed. 
The minutes show that the first im- 
portant business transacted by the new 
Board of Frisco Directors, as consti- 
tuted’ after the Rock Island men had 
resigned and Frisco men had been 
elected by the other directors to suc- 
ced them, was a resolution author- 
izing the Brownsville purchase. 

The price to be paid for the Browns- 
ville Railroad, as stated in the feso- 
lution, was approximately $12,500,000. The 
actual settlement price was $12,122,897.72 as 
shown by the Interstate Commercé 
Commission record. 

The minutes show that when this res- 
olution was taken up for consideration, 
Yoakum, Campbell and Hawley re- 
tired from the room,“ and that B. F. 
Winchell presided. The minutes fail to 
show why the three directors withdrew 
while the vote on the proposition to buy 
the Brownsville Railroad was being 
cast. | 

New dispatches from New York, gen- 
erally credited as accurate, stated at 
the time that Yoakum, by the acquis- 
ition of the Brownsville Railroad as 
a Frisco property, had succeeded in 
carrying out a project he long had 
under consideration. He had many 
times tried to induce the Rock Island 
officials associated with him in the 
joint management of the Frisco-Rock 
Island lines. to buy the Brownsville 
Railroad, it was stated, and several 
times had taken them over the lines. 
Tlie Rock Island officials refused to 
buy the Brownsville Railroad, it was 
stated, but the records of the Frisco 
directors’ meeting show that the very 
first important act of the newly 
created Frisco Board, after the resigna- 
tion of the former Rock Island officials, 
was to buy the Brownsville, of which 
Yoakum was one of the chief promo- 
ters. 


Recefvers Tell Court Directors 

Whe Voted Were Disinterested. 
The receivers in their petition ask- 

ing Judge Sanborn whether they shall 
file the suits as demanded by the 
stockholder Bridget Duffy, direct the 
Court’s attention to the fact that 
directors who “voted” on the Browns- 
ville deal did not profit by the trans- 
action.

B. F. Yoakum at his New York address 
Friday, asking him why he stepped out 
of the Frisco board room when the 
Brownsville résolution was voted upon. 
He has not replied to the inquiry. 

James Campbell, at his office in St. 
Louis, was asked the same question. He 
said he would not discuss that matter 
nor any other concerning the affairs of 
the Frisco railroad. 


YOAKUM’S RISE 
IN RAILWAY WORLD 


Forced His Way Up 
Through Ranks to Head 


of Frisco System. 


B. F. Yoakum, who lest his $75,000 a 
year salary as chairman of the board of 
directors. of the Frisco when the road 
went into the receivership last May, 
is a native of Texas, and had his first 
railroad experience in the Lone Star 
State. He is 57 wears old, and until the 
Frisco collapsed under: hfs. financial 
management, he was generally regarded 
as one of the most commanding figures 
in the railroad world. 

He forced his way up through the 
ranks to the head of the Frisco system 
embracing more than 7000 miles of rail- 
road. Yoakum was for many years 
president of the Frisco, and in that 
capacity was active in the management 
of the operation of the road. After he 
became chairman of the board of direc- 
tors he moved from St. Louis to New 
York, and instead of devoting his atten- 
tion to the operating end of the road, 
gave his time exclusively to the finan- 
cial affairs of the railroad, and the pro- 
motion of Southwestern lines, which 
were subsequently taken over by the 
Frisco. 

His first important railroad connec- 
tion after he left ‘Texas was with the 
Santa Fe. He was made general man- 
aer ot that railroad in 1891, after hav- 
ing shown remarkable ability in han- 
dling its operation under a receivership. 

Later he became vice-president of the 
Santa Fe under D. B. Robinson, presi- 
dent, who was at the same time presi- 
dent of the Frisco. From the Santa Fe, 
Robinson transferred Yoakum to the 
Frisco as vice-president and general 
manager of that system. 

Yoakum afterwards was elevated to 
the presidency of the Frisco. He was 
practically in control of both the Rock 
Island and Frisco systems during the 
several years prior to 1909, when the two 
roads were operated under the same 
management. 

When the Rock Island officials with- 
drew from the Frisco in 1909, Yoakum, 
James Campbell, Thomas H. West and 
other St. Louisans bought practically all 
of their holdings. It was announced 
after the separation of the two rail- 
roads that the Frisco was then practic- 
ally owned by St. Louis men. 

Yoakum,.in his testimony before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, at- 
tributed the Frisco failure to three 
things—the revolution in Mexico, disas- 
trous floods that caused great damage 
to the Southwestern lines, and inability

Ito market its. securities. 


The view taken by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioners, unofficially ex- 
pressed, was that the road had been 
wrecked. financially by the sale of its 
bonds, under the Yoakum ‘management, 
at $32,000,000 less than their face value, 
and by the purchase of the Southwest- 
ern feeder lines. Yoakum was person- 
ally interested in nearly all the syndi- 
cates that built and sold; the feeder 
lines to the Frisco. He made large 
profits out of the syndicate operations, 
as shown by the commission's record. 
He explained that his object in building 


the feeder lines was to construct a great 


trunk line of railway extending from 
St. Louis to the Panama Canal, with 
sufficient branch lines to develop terri- 
tory and business adjacent to the main 
lines,

ployers Arranged For After 
Frelich Settlement. 


CONCESSIONS ARE MADE 


Committees as Individuals, and 
Not as Union, to Meet 
Manufacturers.

The settlement, yesterday, with the 
Frelich Suit and Skirt Co., and two 
conferences with other members of the 
Garment Manufacturers’ Association 
scheduled for the coming week, will 
mean the breaking of the garment work- 
ers’ strike, in the opinion of represen- 
tatives of the strikers. 

The settlement with the Frelich firm 
was made following a conference de- 
tween the officials of the concern and 
a committee of its employes as individu- 
als, and not as representatives of the 
union. The other conferences scheduled 
will be between employers and their in- 
dividual employes. 

Sam Glassman; secretary of the 
joirit board of the Cloak and Skirt 
Makers’ Union, said the employes are 
willing to confer with their former 
employers either as individuals or as 
members of an organization. This de- 
cision to meet them on the employ- 
ers’ own terms, they believe, will re- 
sult in settling their differences. 

60 Employes to Resume Work. 

The Frelich company has been a 
member of the Garment Manufac- 
turers’ Association, but the settle- 
ment was only for that firm, and not 
representing any other member of 
the organization. It is one of the larg- 
est of the local concerns which has 
been cpposing the demands of the 
strikers. Its 60 employes will return 
according to the 
agreement reached. 

Corctssions were made by both 
sides. The employes received an in- 
crease in wages of 25 per cent, and 
agreed to specific working conditions, 
The company did not recognize the 
union, but an Arbitration Board, it Is 
provided, will settle future Friev- 
ances. 

Wage Increase Granted. 

The terms under which the garment 
workers will return to work at the Fre- 
lich factory are: Pc) 

1. There shall be no time contracts 
with individual employes, and subcon- 
tracting in the shops is abolished. 

2. A board of arbitration is established 
to settle future disputes between em- 
ployer and workers. 

3. Cloak and suit cutters shall receive 
a minimum of $24 a week. Skirt cutters 
shall receive a minimum of $21 a week. 
All other workers shall receive an in- 
crease of 25 per cent in wages, calcu- 
lated on the wages paid Aug. 12, when 
the strike was called. 

4. A week’s work shall consist of 59 
hours, and no overtime will be permit- 
ted on Saturdays or Sundays. 

5. Overtime will be.permitted on other 
days, not exceeding two hours a day, for 
which time and a half shall be paid. 

6. Prices for plecework shall be agreed 
upon by the company and a committee 
representing the employes. 

The strike has been in progress 17 
weeks, having been called Aug. 12

ROOT DECLARES 


Senator Says Restrictions Are 
Needed in Measure to Pre- 
vent Catastrophe. 


By a Press 

WASHINGTON Dec. 12.—The admin- 
istration currency bill was. severely ar- 
raigned in the Senate today by Senator 
Elihu Root of New York. He declared 
the measure, without statutory limita- 
tion on the issuance of the proposed new 
currency, could bring about an infla- 
tion of currency that ‘‘would result in a 
dreadful catastrophe.” 

The note issue section of the bill, he 
said, in a dramatic peroration, ‘‘exhib- 
its the opinions of a great leader.of the 
Democratic party, whose financial here- 
sies have twice been repudiated by the 
American people.“ 

The only check to an inflated curgency, 
Senator Root contended, was in the 
hands of a Federal Reserve Board, to 
be appointed under the sanie influence 
that put into this bill these false theo- 
ries, and bound to proceed in accordance 
with them.“ 

The bill was defended by Senator Pom- 
erene of Ohio, who opposed vigorously 
the proposals for public ownership and 
Government control of the propased re- 
gional banks, and declared that the 
bill would relieve any financial depres- 
sion now existing. 

Agreement on Date for Vote. 

After numerous conferences of in- 
formal nature at tonight's session, a 
tentative agreement was reached to be- 
gin voting on the bill in its final form, 
Dec. 18, next Thursday. It was stipu- 
lated, however, that. the agreement 
should specify the legislative day, thus 
allowing an extension of the time in or- 
der to accommodate all Senators desir- 
ing to present amendments. An agree- 
ment for a vote on the legislative day 
of Dec. 18 probably will be presented for 
unanimous consent on the floor Mon- 
day. Democratic leaders predicted the 
bill would be panes before next Satur- 
day. 

A strong possibility exists that the 
Senate Democrats will hold another con- 
ference and discuss the currency meas- 
ure before it is brought to a final vote. 
The suggestion of a further conference 
le opposed by Senator Owen and those 
immediately in charge of the bill. They 
desire to obtain early action and leave 
the correction of defects until they have 
been made prominent in preparing for 
application of the new fiscal system. 

Senator Root, in opening his at- 
tack on the bill, presented an amend- 
ment calculated to place a restriction 
on the issue of the proposed Govern- 
ment notes, by taxing the reserves 
held against the notes, whenever 
they fell below 50 per cent, and by 
imposing a graduated tax on issues 
above $900,000,000 of 1% per cent, and 
above $1,;200,000,000 of 6 per cent. 
Some restrictive amendments, he de- 
clared, were absolutely necessary. 

Fears Credit Inflation. 

He asserted that under the bill 
as presented by Senator Owen it 
provided for “easy money for every- 
body,” and that anyone who could 
“draw and sign a bill” could secure 
currency. An inflation of credit, he 
said, could be prevented only by the 
action of the Federal Reserve Board. 

“I can see in this bill,” he safd, 
“no end interposed by us to the oc- 
currence of one of those periods of 
false and delusive prosperity that 
inevitably ends in ruin and suffer- 
ing.“ 

It had been the history of this and 
other countries, he said, that panics 
follow “easy money.” 

“That was the case in 1837, in 1867, 
in 1873, in 1893 and in 1907,” he de- 
clared. 

“European interests are watching 
us closely,” Senator Root said. 
“France will never forget her at- 
tempts to issue Government money. 
Great Britain still remembers her 
inflation troubles. Long before the 
crash comes, the people of commerce 
and finance in Europe will have seen 
its approach. But a very little loss 
of confidence will not merely stop 
foreign investors from buying Ameri- 
can securities, but will bring back to 
this country thousands of millions of 
our securities. They will have to be 
bought, or the industries they repre- 
sent, the banks holding similar se- 
curities and the American investor 
carrying his business on similar se- 
curities will go down to ruin. Eu- 
rope sent back $200,000,000 American 
securities in 1907 and that was one 
of the causes of trouble. Last Sep- 
tember $200,000,000 were sent back. 
It will take but a little loss of con- 
fidence to bring this whole structure 
tumbling down on us. The securities 
would have to be bought and the 
gold supply of this country would 
go to pay for them. 

Dreadfal Catastrophe. 

“If we enter on this career of in- 
filation, we do it in the face of clear. 
ly discernible danger, which, if real. 
ized, will result in a dreadful catas- 
trophe. 

“Heretofore when financial stress came 
there has always been the United States 
Government, strong in credit, to lend 
its aid. But this bill proposes to put in 
pawn the credi* of the United States, 

and when need comes, it is the Go-vern. 
ment of the United States that is to be 
discredited by the inflation of its de. 
mand obligations which it cannot pay.” 

He said he thought the bill had many | 
beneficial features which ought to be!

Morgan Buckley First to Hold 
Office, Taking Hold in 
1876.

Johr. K. Tener will be the seventh 
president that the National League 
has bad since its organization, Jate 
in 1875. His predecessors in the office 
have been Morgan G. Buckley, Wil- 
liam A. Hurlbert, A. G. Mills, N. E. 
Young, Harry C. Pulliam and Thomag 
J. Lynch. Mr. Hurlbert died in office 
on April 10. 1882; Mr. Mills resigned 
the position in 1885, and Harry Pul- 
liam committed suicide in 1909 by 
shocting himself in the head after a 
physical and mental breakdown. 

Mr. Buckley, the first president, held the 
office only one year, being sueceeded in 1876 
by William A. Hurlbert, who has been called 
the founder of the National League. Mr. 
Hurlbert wielded the reins until he died in 
1882. His succestor was A. G. Mills. whe 
was succeeded in 1885 by N. E. Young. Mr. 
Young was also the secretary and treasurer 
of the League, and it was not until after 


League that Uncle Nick’’ stepped down and 
out. This was in 1902. 

A successor to Mr. Young was not chosen 
at once, but during 1902 the National League 
was run by a committee of which the late 
John T. Brush was the chairman, 

In 1903 Harry P. Pulliam, who had been 
Barney Dreyfuss’ right bower as the secre- 
tary of the Louisville and Pittsburg ciubs, 
was elected president. Pulliam's career in 
the League was very stormy. The strain 
of the 1908 campaign, when the memorable 
playoff of the tle between New York and 
Chicago occurred.

Against ‘Automobile

Some surprise has been expressed 
among motorists at the attitude of the 
committee ot the Business Men's League 
which set out to investigate the possible 
objections to brilliant electric head- 
lights on automobiles. The committee 
has found for the headlight. This has 


rot pleased some of the motorists who 
bave been scared half out of their wits 
by approaching bright headlights which 
have run them off the road, but the 
finding is satisfactory to the dealers. 
The dealers -have found that no man 
will buy an automobile these days un- 
less it has a couple of headlights that 
will show at least 2000 feet to the front 
and all of the 1914 cars are so equipped, 
éxcepting the low-priced lipes. 

The committee, in reporting, said that 
the headlight was actually a desirable 
addition to equipment in a city because 
it acts as a warning—a silent one—to 
pedestrians, who might step in front of 
a car not lighted at night. 

The argument is also advanced that 
the brilliant lights are not noticeably 
bright within the city limits, where 
other lights prevail. It ds also claimed 
that there are hundreds of places in 
the city limits where driving is danger- 
ous because of holes and obstructions 
which would not be visible without a 
headlight. 

The vote of the committee was six 
for, three against headlights. The com- 
mittee consists of Hanford Crawford, 
chairman; Hugh K. Wagner, E. L. Skin- 
ner, Roy F. Britton, E. M. Flesh, F. N. 
Curlee, J. E. Bishop, Louis S. Haslem, 
R. H. Keiser, A. P. Greensfelder and A. 


The committee strongly inveighed 
against unnecessary noises as cutting 
out of mufflers and excessive blowing 
of horns. 


CITY SPEED LAW TO GO 
TQ, SUPREME COURT 


The question of a proper speed regula- 
tion for automobiles in the city of St. 
Louis was discussed at a luncheon 
Wednesday by representatives of the 
Automobile Club of St. Louis and the 
Board of ‘Police Commissioners. Those 
present at the conference were E. M. 
Flesh, president of the club; Roy F. 
Britton, its attorney; James Hagerman 
Jr., Matthew F. Morse, secretary of the

Laws of Several States Carry 
Feature for Use of Prison 
Help on Highways. 


Thirteen states passed laws dur- 
ing the present year allowing the 
use of convicts in the construction 
and repair of highways, according to 
& compilation by Dr. E. Stagg Whitin, 
assistant in social legislation in Co- 
lumbia University, and chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Committee on Prison Labor. 
They are Arkansas, Delaware, Flor- 
ida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Maine, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Pennsyl- 
Vania, Vermont, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin. As many other states had 
previously passed similar legislation, 
but few of the 48 states have not seen 


build and maintain public roads. 

West Virginia and Iowa are the 
two states whose laws regarding the 
working .of convicts on highways 
stand out most prominently. So anx- 
lous was the Governor of the former 
to secure an effective law that he 
came to New York, and, with the 
assistance of representatives of the 
National Committee on Prison Labor, 
of the Road Department of Columbia 
University, and of the Legislative 
Drafting Bureau worked out bills 
making compulsory the employment 
of convicts on the roads. 

The West Virginia law authorizes 
the county courts to make appropria- 
tions out of road funds for convicts’ 
work; it states that the court shall 
Sentence any male person over 16 to 
road work instead of to the county 
jail; persons charged with misde- 
meanors unable to furnish bail shall 
work on the roads, and, if acquitted 
when tried, shall be paid 50 cents a 
day for each day’s work they per- 
form; Justices of the Peace shall sen- 
tence to work on the roads persons 
convicted of crime whom otherwise 
they would send to the county jail. 

Another feature of the West Vir- 
ginia law is the establishment of a 
State Road Bureau to supervise any 
plans proposed by a county for using 
prison labor in road building. The 
plans approved, the county shal] ap- 
ply to the Board of Control for the 
number of prisoners required,’ and 
shall state the length of time they 
shall be needed. The Board shall, se 
far as possible, give equal service to 
each of the counties, -and shall de- 
termine which prisoners may be as- 
signed to such work. The Warden ig 
to provide suitable and moveable 
quarters, which shall be built, where 
possible, by convict labor. The con- 
victs shall remain under direct con- 
tro] of the Warden, their work, how- 
ever, being under the supervision of 
the Road Bureau. 

In Iowa, the Board of Control of 
the State institutions, with the ad- 
vice of the Warden of any penal in- 
stitution, may permit able-bodied 
male prisoners to work on the roads. 
The law specifically states such labor 
shall not be leased to contractors. A 
prisoner opposed to such work, or 
whose character and disposition make 
it probable that he would attempt 
escape or be unruly, is not to be 
worked on the highways. Although 
the prisoners are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Warden while building or 
repairing roads, their work is super- 
vised by the State Highway Commis- 
sioner. Prisoners employed on the 
highways of Iowa receive such part 
of their earnings, above the cost of 
their keep, as the Board deems equit- 


able, the earnings either being fund- 


ed or given to their dependent fami- 
lies. 

Before Iowa passed her present 
prison labor laws, George W. Cos- 
son, Attorney-General of Iowa, and 
a member of the National Committee 
on Prison Labor, made a thorough 
investigation of the prisons of his 
own and other states, and strongly 
denounced the contract system, under 
which the prisoners were employed 
up to that time. Mr. Cosson drew up 
the road bill, and is of the opinion 
it wilh do much to drive the contract 
system out of the State.

will erdeavor to oust George Roe an 
John Shannon as Police Commission 
ers 

Thovgh the Mayor has not thus —— 
succeeded, after a fight of nearly tw 
months. in getting the Police B Board 
he wants, he has accomplished one 
thing. He believes he has caused the 
citizens of East St. Louis to take more 
interest in the city government than 
they ever took before. 

Old Program Cut and Dried. 

Formerly no one but city employes 
thought of attending the Monday 
afternoon Council meetings, and the 
large gallery of the Council chamber 
was usually empty. Those who came 
heard little that would . enlighten 
them on the workings of the city 
government, for the discussions were 
conducted not on the floor, but in 
caucus, in the Mayor’s office, before 
the meeting. The Mayor, who pre- 
sides over the Council, used to attend 
the caucuses, and the program of 
work for each meeting would be ar- 
ranged beforehand, leaving nothing 
for the Be aon ty session but the for- 
mality voting 

As soon as Chambetiin ‘showed his 
purpose. of bringing about widespread 
changes in police matters, the Coun- 
cil decided that it would not caucus 
with him, and such caucuses as they 
have since held have been not in the 
Maycr’s office, but in the rear rooms 
of salcons. 

Since the police fight has been on, 
the attemdance has grown to S. R. O. 
proportions, and last Monday a man 
who could not get a seat made such 
a fuss that Chief of Police Payne had 
to go upstairs and quiet him. Payne 
has arranged to have a squad of men 


meeting. 
Aims. to Stop Gambling. 

Chamberlin and Harry B. Carson, 
whom he has installed as president 
of the Police Board, declare they are 
trying to get a police force that will 
effectively’ stop gambling, winerooma 
and lawlessness, and that will re- 
move the reproach which, they de- 
clare, East St. Louis has suffered by 
becoming known as a “wide open 
town.” 

The Mayor removed Edwin F. 
Schwartz as president of the board 

fter the board had suspended John 
arlow, night chief, on charges made 
by two women. The charges were 
pronounced by the Mayor a “frame- 
up” and Barlow was exonerated. 

Oct. 28 the Mayor appointed Carson 
as president of the board, and noti- 
fied Roe and Shannon of their dis- 
missalL He named George W. Brickler 
and Clark H. Way for their places. 
But the Council voted to withhold 
approval of the Mayor’s action in re- 
moving Roe and Shannon. Under the 
law, they could then resume their po- 
sitions on filing a new bond, and this 
they did. 

Men Suspended Six Times. 

At the next Council meeting, Cham- 
berlin suspended them on a new 
charge, and again the Council refused 
to approve the suspension, and an- 
other bond had to be given. This has 
been repeated six times. In the mean- 
time the newly appointed members 
of the board named Alfred Holloway, 
Chief of Police, but he resigned“ 
week before last, having never exer- 
cised the authority of the office. If 
the new men were installed a shake- 
up in the police department would 
follow. 

Senor. made by the detectives of 
a private agency was used by the 
Mayor in his investigation of the 
police department. Some of the Coun. 
cilmen have demanded that the de- 
tectives’. full report be made public, 
and it is expected that this will be 
done at tomorrow’s meeting.

FEKETE WANTS CARS TO 
STOP ON NEAR SIDE 


East St. Louis City Attorney to. 
Propose Passage of Such 
an Ordinance. 


Thomas I. Fekete Jr., City Attor- 
ney in East St. Louis, is consider- 
ing the advisability of asking the 
City Council to pass an ordinance re- 
quiring all cars in the city limits to 
stop at the near side of each street. 

The street cars stopped at the near 
side of the street about a year ago, 
but so many residents objected to the 
system that the offielals of the East 
St. Louis & Suburban Railway Co. 
asked the City Council to repeal the 
ordinance. This was done. 

Fekete said the accident, in which 
Fire Chief Tobin was injured Wednes- 
day, at Fifteenth street and Cleve- 
land avenue, occurred because of the 
far-side stop. And several weeks ago 
Assistant Fire Chief Thomas was jn- 
jured at the same spot. In each in- 
stance the street car crew was 
blamed for negligence. 

Chief Tobin said the accident never 
would have happened had the car 
stopred on the near side of the street. 
Residents who live on paved streets 
have not seriously objected to the 
near-stop. but those who lived in the 
28 did — care 8 wade througn 
m rom the near-side sto 
sidewalks.

Allender and Young Say End 
Justified Means and De- 
fend “Gun Squad.“

Chief of Police Young and Chief of 
Detegtives Allender, commenting last 
night upon J. H. Buettner’s complaint 
against being “friskea” by the “gun 
squad” while on his way home from 
church Friday night, declared they be- 
‘lieved the end justified the means. They 
said that 90,000 men had been searched 
for “so ays er in the last (% days, and 
that 150 gun-toters“ have been found 
and convicted in the Courts of Criminal 
Correction. 

The “gun squad,” so called, consists 
of four defectives assigned to search per- 
sons whom they have reason to believe 
scarry concealed weapons. 

Buettner, who is president of the J. 
H. Buettuer Furniture Co., 701. Washing 
ton avenue, and a member of the last 
grand jury, declared he would take up 
the question with Chief Young or Sam- 
uel B. McPheeters, president of the Po- 
lice Board. All yesterday, ne said, 
friends’ telephoned him, stating the 
methods of the gun squad“ were out- 
rageous, and telling him of prominent 
business. men who had been subjected 
to the same ordeal. 

Thought It Was Holdup. 

“I always have said I would not re- 
sist a highwayman,’ Buettner declared. 
“and when those detectives stopped ani 
began searching me on the west end of 
ads Bridge, I thought I was being neld 

,up. . frankly admit I was nervous. It 
probably is a good thing I am not sub- 
ject to heart disease, for I might have 
dropped dead.“ 

Buettner and two of his salesmen, H. 
F. Horsbrink of 2238 Clarence. avenue. 
and E. J. Kenady of 1926 East Warne 
avenue, had been at a meeting at ths 
First Christian Church in East St. Louis 
and had arrived at Third street and 
Washington avenue when halted by 
three men.“ One man, he says, began 
searching him. 

„Here, what's the matter with you?” 
Buettner asked. Keep out of my pock- 
ots.“ a 

It was then, Buettner said, the man 
displayed a @etective’s badge and ex- 
plained his mission. 

Buettner asserts he proffered his card 
and asked not to be searehed further, 
but was ignored. 

Asked Names ot Detectives. 

We've got a duty to perform and 
we're going to do it,“ he says the de- 
tective replied. ‘‘And- we ain't got any 
apologies to make to anybody.“ 

Buettner, after reaching his store, re- 
turned to the bridge and asked the de- 
tectives their names. They said they 
were Stevenson, Wetzel and McKenna. 
Stevenson, Buettner says, is the de- 
tective who searched him. 

Chief -Yourrg declares Eads Bridge is 
the worst point in town for “gun-tot- 
ers.“ Gunmen cross Eads Bridge, ac- 
complish their crimes’ in St. Louis and 
return to the east side,“ he explained. 
“Gun-toting is the source of many 
crimes. Business men should not object 
to being searched, but the detectives 
have been instructed to display their 
badges first, announce they are de- 
tectives and then search pedestrians. 
They -have been told to do this so pe- 
jdestrians would not think they were 
| highwaymen or confidence men.“ 

McPheeters said he did not care to 
comment upon Buettner’s complaint, as 
it had not been made to him yet, and 
he might have to pass, upon the pro- 
priety of the detectives’ conduct.

quiries about patients. 

Kinloch Phone Little Used. 

There is a direct line Kinloch tele- 
phone in the office of the City Bac- 
teriologist in the main building of the 
city hospital, but inquiries about pa- 
tients are not answered by this of- 
fice, under its rules. 

When questioned as to the reason for 
selecting the Bell telephone service, and 
whether a Kinloch telephone would be 
provided in the office for the greater 
convenience of the public, Hospital Com- 
missioner Cleveland H. Shutt said: 

“The reasoh we have adopted the Bell 
telephones instead of the toll-free Kin- 
loch service is that the Bell company 
underbid its rival two years ago when 
the contract was let for the installation 
of a private branch exchange at the 
city hospital, with 2% stations. I would 
not be in favor of adding another tele- 
phone, even a single direct line, because 
experience has taught us that nurses} 
and doctors give too much of their time 
to answering telephone inqufries and too 
little to the care of patients, when thé

“I concurred in the original opinion 
in this case in which we held that an 
order should be made directing the de- 
fendant corporation to remove its man- 
ager, Mr: Weiss, not from office but 
from the active management of the busi- 
ness of the company. I am still of the | 
opinion that the conduct of Mr. Weiss 
in his business relations with the people 
of: Nevada, who were the customers of 
the water company, was oppressive, 
overbearing and inexcusably arbitrary. 
However, a more thorough consideration 


ing has caused me to doubt the sound- 
ness of that part of the opinion re- 
quiring Weiss’ removal, and I think it 
should be modified in that respect.”

“This would be important if it were true, but 
it is not true. The matter has been examined 
statistically by Mrs. Nora Blatch Deforest, who 
is an engineer by profession and prefers to. rely 
upon the slide rule rather than upon mere opin- 
don to determine questions which are susceptible 
of mathematical proof. 

“Mrs. Deforest finds that by dividing the states 
into three groups—those having full suffrage for 
women, those having partial suffrage, and non- 
women’s suffrage states, a very clear line of de- 
marcation is discovered in relation to legislation 
particularly affecting women and children. 

“She selects five points for the purpose of her 
comparison: 

“1—The age of consent. 

“2—Age under which consent of parent Or 
guardian is necessary for marriage. 

„.- Age Below which the employment of chil 
dren in factories is prohibited. 

“)—Maazimum day's work for a child. 

“5 —Mazimum hours of labor for women in 
factories. 

“The results of these comparisons show in 
the most striking and convincing manner that 
where full woman’s suffrage prevails the condi- 
tions are more favorable than they are else 
where in this country.

“When I say that man-made laws spell hard- 
ship for women, I do not mean that men de- 
liberately set about to pass laws to our injury. 
It is not to man’s malice, but to man’s ignorance 
that our troubles must be laid, and even then I 
am prepared to admit that the ignorance is én- 
tirely natural and reflects no discredit upon him. 

“In the most ancient time governments were 
concerned with little else than war—the affairs of 
men; later they became concerned also with com- 
merce—chiefly the affairs of men. During the 
whole of these periods, which bring human history 
down to very recent times, whatever was done in 
the way of training children, caring for the si¢k ur 


aged, and looking after defectives, was done by 


women. Man attended to war and commercé and 
as these subjects alone occupied the attention of 
rulers or legislatures, it was not unnatural tliat 
most rulers and all legislators were of the male 
sex. / 

“But in modern times the state has steadily en- 
croached upon the fields of activity, which were 
formerly reserved for women, and woman in her 
tur has encroached upon fields which formerly 
were reserved for men, so that the conditions 
under which legislatures were naturally composed 
of males looking after male interests have com- 
pletely lost their significance in that respect. 


Legislation That Ils One-Sided. 


66 M continue today to legislate with their 
accustomed intelligence thosé matters 
which concern them—contracts, ship-

From the earliest 
Ymes it has been the custom that women should 
Aake an economic contributior toward the main- 
tenance of the kcme. There never has been a 
period in human history duriug which the vast 
majority of women have not made this contribu- 
tion; there never has been a time when they did 
not do this whilst finding the opportunity to 
look after their babies. If it is ovr enemies’ in- 
tention to suggest that there ever has been a 
time when women in general devote themselves 
exclusively to the care of their children, they are 
trying to make an impression utterly at variance 
with the facts. 

“What has happened is this, that women are now 
compelled, by the exigencies of modern individu- 
alism, to leave their homes during some portion 
of the day in order to make their economic contri- 
bution in the only way open to them, namely, by 
working for wages. 

“So far as it affects the question of women’s suf- 
frage, this cry of ‘The woman in the home’ would 
have some significance if the choice lay between 
giving the women votes and making them remain 
at home. But as they are out of the home today, 
not upon political, but upon economic business, 
the choice in fact is simply between having them 
out of the home without votes and having them 
out ot the home with votes—the out-of-the-home

is divided into day and night shifts of 
six men each. 

Naturally the dam backs the river up 
and forms a great lade. It is a beautiful 
body of water, extending a great distance 
back into the ‘country. The Make serves 
as a storage warehouse, as the water re- 
tained in it when the river is up ulti- 
mately operates the turbines as the rive? 
falls. 

An interesting problem that had to be 
solved was the construction of trans- 
mission lines, carrying the electricity 
from factory to market. Much of the 
country is mountainous and it was found 
advisable to avoid as much as possible 
the ordinary electric line routes, so as 
not to inferfere with telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. At one place, a gap of 1000 
feet had to be spanned. 


The first 20 miles is over rough coun- 
try to Ozark, Mo: Here the lines were 
carried over steel towers, much.like those 
which bring the transmission lines from 
the Keokuk dam into St. Louis. The 
towers are on an average of about 450 


feet apart, with a square anchor tower 


every mile. Switch towers are installed 
every seven miles for locating and repair- 
ing breaks. 

From Ozark the lines are carrted over 
cedar posts, except for corners and switch 
points, where square steel towers are 
used. The Joplin auxiliary plant is rap- 
‘idly being completed. It is in construc- 
tion and capacity a thoroughly modern 
plant for producing electricity by steam. 

Scarcely less interesting than the story 
of the dam itself is the story of how it 
was financed. A firm of St. Louis proe 
moters first conceived the project and 
employed Holman & Laird, consulting en- 
gineers of St. Louis, to select a possible 
location and draw up the plans. Holman 
& Laird explored the White and hit upon 
the Branson site. 

Although their estimates were on a 
more modest scale than the one on which 
the dam was finally built, the promoters 
found difficulties in financing the pro- 


ject. Every effort was made to enlist 
St. Louis capital, but without result. It 


is said on credible authority that the 
promoters spent about $50,000 before 
they finally sold to New York interests. 

The firm of Henry L. Doherty & Co. 
was not hard to convince of the amazing 
potentialities of the Ozark country. When 
they took hold of the thing they went 
even further than Holman 4 Laird had 
dared dream, made a bigger dam and 
converted the whole thing into a much 
bigger project> With the necessiry 
money, the necessary courage and the 
necessary confidence, they lost little time 
getting to the actual work,

AN modern 
astronomy, 
which has 
measured the 
tonnage of 
the planets 
and discov- 
ered the elements which 
compose the remotest con- 
stellations, offer a rational 
explanation of the celestial 
prodigy of the New Testa- 
ment which is called the 
Star of Bethlehem? This 
is an interesting question 
at the approach of the 
one-thousand-nine-hundred- 
and-thirteenth anniversary 
of the beginning of the 
Christian era. 

The extraordinary ap 
parition related to have 
guided the Oriental wiz- 
ards to the “cc.:.tly stable” at Bethlehem has been for 
centuries the subject of speculation and debate’ among 
_ Bible commentators, theologians, astronomers and 

mathematicians. That popular concern with the phe 

nomenon has not waned is shown by the fact that only 
a few years ago so many inquiries were made at one 
national observatory that the director caused a circular 
letter to be printed as a reply to all future questions 
concerning the matter. 

While scientists in general regard the appearance of 
the Star of Bethlehem—unless rejecting the story as a 
fable—as one that transcends our knowledge and there- 


fore is not capable of an explanation from natura] 


causes, still not a few have recently. attempted to ac- 
count for it on purely astronomical grounds. 

One theory is that the heavenly herald was A variable 
fixed star of long period; and that it will therefore again 
appear; that is, that the etar was one.of those which, 
pale and feeble of. Hight, at intervals blaue out into high . 
magnitude. 

An attempt has even been made to identify it with a 
variable star which flashed forth in the Constellation 
Cassiopoeia during November, 1572, and which was ob- 
served by the celebrated Danish astronomer, Tycho 
Brahe. He described it as being brighter than Jupiter, 
as excelling Venus in brilliancy, and as being ridge 
even in the glare of high noon. 

Objections which are. apparently 8 have been 
ad vanced against this solution of the miracle. It is a 
historical fact that at the time of the birth of .Jesus 
of Nazaféth the Jewish nation was in a furious ferment 
in expectation of the imminent advent of their long- 


promised Messiah. A number of false Messiahs sprang 


up and attracted large followings. . The entire people 
was keenly on the watch fer the appearance of some 
portent which would herald their delivery from the - 
minion of Rome.

“Now, if the star- ap- 
peared to the Magi in the 
East and in the East only, 
it could never have con- 
ducted them to Jerusalem, 
We take the passage to 
mean that they saw the 
star when they themselves 
were in the East, and that 
the star guided them in 
their westward journey 
across the mountains and 
desert plains of what is 
now Northern Syria. 
“When Herod heard of 
the mission of the Magi 
he was greatly disturbed. 
‘He privately sent for the 
Magi .and diligently in- 
quired of them when the 
star appeared and gave 
them instruction to search 
out the ‘young child’ and 
return and inform him. 
And, just as they were 
about to set forth on this 
missi ‘Lo, the star. 
which they saw in the 
East, went before them, till it same and 
where the Child was.’ 
“This positive statement at once establishes that no 


ordinary astronomical apparition could have fulfilled . 


the conditions here imposed. A fixed star, or planets in 


diers could have followed the sacred beacon themselves. 


thus have frustrated the trick played upon him by 
the Wise Men, in returning to their homes by a differeut 
route. 

Tyeho Brahe’s star, as he described it, must have - 
luminated the 1 at night, and would, had it 
flamed out in one of its periods of brightness at the 
birth of Jesus, have been seen and marked by all men. 
Science is skeptical towards the suggestion that, in 
order to protect the secret of the Magi, all of the hu- 
man race, except three men, were at one stroke af- 
flicted with a blind spot“ for that particular range of 
the heavens in Whieh the prodigy appeared. 

As a. second theory, certain astronomers. have sur- 

mised that the Star of Bethlehem was formed by the 
‘conjunction of t of the bright planets, such as Jup- 
iter and Venus, or Saturn and Mars. Two planets are in 
conjunction When they are on the same meridian; and 
may be so close together that they q@pear to be one 
star of double size, which would be a noticeable phe- 
nomenon. : 

This supposition is supported by statements of Jose- 
phus in the Second Book of Antiquities, and also by 
rabbinical commentaries: on the Twenty-fourth Chapter 
of Numbe:s.. It appeatp from their testimony that three

It is therefore held that under no natural and scien- 
tific conditions could the Star of Bethlehem have made 
its famous journey of guidance. Two alternatives are 
left. One is to declare that no such portent as the Star 
of Bethlehem ever occurred, and that its story is but an- 
other of the myths in which fables abound. The other 


is to accept it, by an act of faith, as a supernattiral 


portent transcending physical laws.

HE greatest sietory for the principle of democracy during 
the 35 years since the founding of the Post-Dispatch

This victory of the Democracy under the leadership 
of Woodrow Wilson. was designated by the Post-Dispatch 
as “The New Birth of Freedom.” It marked the crisis of the long 
struggle between the forces of privileged Plutocracy and the American 
people for control of the Government. The result practically 
determined the question whether the American people would advance 
on the path of the ‘fundamental Democratic principles of individual 
freedom and equality under the law or would accept the principle of 
- governmental paternalism under the direction of Plutocracy. It sig- 
nified the choice of the people for free society, in which every man 
has the opportunity to work out his own destiny, as opposed to slave 
‘ gociety, in which the status of capital and of labor are defined by law 
and the conditions of life are regidly regulated. 3

"Railway mileage increased in the decade from 1870 to 1880 
from 52,914 to 93,671 miles, and the material wealth of the coun- 
try increased in the same decade 35.per cent.

The first trust—Standard Oil—which used the railways and 
corrupted the Government to gbtain a monopoly, was born in 
1882.

In ͤ order to perpetuate tariff protection which shut out all 
foreign competition and permitted the control of output and 
prices, and to retain monopoly privileges the great corporations 
‘and combinations gained control of party machinery through 
campaign contributions and corrupt influence, and thus con- 
ed the Government for their interests. Through the spoils 
system and the influence of corporations and combinations, both

HE Post and Dispatch was founded Dec. 

12, 1878, by the consolidation of the Dis- 

patch, which was bought at Sheriff's. 

sale by Joseph Pulitzer, with the Post, 

owned by John A. Dillon. Within a few months 

Joseph Pulitzer became sole owner and the name 
was changed to the Post-Dispaten. 

This newspaper’s first home was in a recon- 
structed residence of old St. Loufs at 111 North 
Broadway. The circulation on Dec. 12, 1878, 

was 987. , 

In 1882 the Post-Dispatch moved to a two and 
one-half story building at 515-517 Market street 
The building had been reconstructed for its use, 
but in a short time proved too small and in- 
adequate to the use of the growing newspaper. 
There, however, in October, 1887, the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch was born. The circulation of the 
daily in the last year of this building’s occu- 
pancy (1887) was 30, 340, and ot the Sunday, 
26,783. 

A new building was erected at 513 Olive/ street, 
on the site of the defunct Provident Savings In- 
stitution. This was occupied in the spring of 
1888 by the Post-Dispatch and temained its home 
until 1901. In the latter year the circulation 
of the daily grew to 94,282 and the Sunday to 
158,881. 

Then a six-story building, 210 and 212 North 
Broadway, became and remains the Post-Dispatch 
home. When, in this building, the, Post-Dispatch 
celebrated its twenty-fifth birthday, the daily 
circulation had grown to 118,596 and the Sunday 
circulation to 197,327. It was then able to claim 
with entire truth the largest daily and Sunday 
circulation west of the Mississippi River, a po- 
sition that it has not lost. 

The last circulation figures given were for the 
year 1903.

Free Press 

N 1905 the Post-Dispatch was sued for libel by Sam 
B. Cook, former Secretary of State, who asked 
$100,000 damages because of criticism of his failure 
to close the Salmon & Salmon bank at Clinton, Mo., 
which, on its failure, was shown to have been insolvent 
since 1903. 
Circuit Attorney, filed suit for libel because the Post- 
Dispatch criticised his fitness for that office. Each of 
these plaintiffs gained judgments against the Post-Dis- 
patch in the lower courts; but, believing the rights of 
a free press were thus endangered, this newspaper car- 
ried the issues to the Supreme Court. In the Cook 
case the Supreme Court laid down this doctrine: “It 
is the duty of a public newspaper, such as is owned 
and conducted by these defendants, to tell the people, 
its subscribers, its readers, the facts it may find out 
about public questions, or matters of public interest, 
and it is its duty and sight to draw inference from the 
facts known. The people are not obliged to speak of 
the conduct of their officials in whispers or in bated 
breath‘in a free government, but only in a despotism. 
The criticism of the press is the best security for the 

proper discharge of public duties.” 

The Court unanimously reversed the lower courts in 
the Cook case and in the Walsh case. Commenting on 
the latter, Judge Walker says, in his opinion: “It is 
the right and duty of a newspaper to discuss the fitness 


of a candidate for public office 
in such manner as to present 
electors, either by contrast or by 
individual qualifications.” Thus the 
dom of the press was again won.

Investiga- 
tion by the Post-Dispatch revealed that 23 of St. Louis’ 
public schools were similarly deficient in fire protection, 
and the Board of Education was urged to remedy this 
condition.

Under repeated urgings by the Post-Dispatch the 
Building Commissioner began criminal proceedings 
against members of the Board of Education in Decem- 
ber, 1912, alleging that 10 buildings were still without 
fire escapes. Fines were assessed against the members 
in the Court of Criminal Correction which were re- 
mitted when the board abandoned its position and in- 
stalled fire escapes. Thus, after a controversy covering 
over four years, the work of the Post-Dispatch for the 
safety of the children was crowned with success. 

The St. Louis Public School teachers were formerly 
paid eight times in a year. The Post-Dispatch, in 
1912, pointed out the injustice of the system which, 
in many instances, compelled teachers to borrow money 
and pay excessively for goods owing to the long credits 
required. The Board of Education ordered a monthly 
pay day and increased some salaries as a result of 
this Post-Dispatch campaign. 

N New Year’s day, 1904, the Iroquois Theater in 
Chicago burned. The loss of life was unprec- 
edented and was in part due to locked emerg- 
ency exits. The Post-Dispatch not only printed 

a more complete story of the disaster than any other 
newspaper in America outside Chicago, but made an 
investigation in the light of information. gained by its 
special representative while in Chicago of St. Louis 
theaters, finding that, in nearly all, emergency exits 
were locked or blocked and, in some cases, no one knew 
where the keys were.

Abating the Ancient 
Evil of Usury 


HAT ancient evil—usury—has been a special 
abhorence of the Post-Dispatch, which has 
waged war continuously from its beginning 
against loan sharks, individually and collective- 

ly. At the instance of this paper debtors who have 
paid their debt several times over have resistéd further 
exactions from the usurious creditors and have won 
freedom in courts. Several laws have been passed as 
a result of the agitation, one in 1905 limiting interest 
on chattel loans to 2 per cent a month and a revision 
and extension ofthat law passed in 1913. The latter 


. fixes interest at 8 per cent (maximum) per annum for 


any unlicensed lender. Upon payment of license, which 
shall be whatever the municipality fixes, 2 per cent per 
month may be charged on chattel loans, but may not 
be collected in advance. Loans are limited to $300 and 
no other fees than the specified interest may be charged. 
The Mayor has the power to revoke licenses and heavy 
fines may be imposed for evasions of the. law. A syn- 
dicate of wealthy men established a poor man’s bank 
to relieve wage earners of the necessity of applying to 
unprineipled sharks, greatly sae the business of 
the latter of St. Louis.

Long Campaign to Abolish 
Bridge Arbitrary 
NE of the greatest campaigns. for. ihe benefit 
of St. Louis is that waged for nearly a gen- 
eration by the Post-Dispatch against the mo- 
nopoly practices and charges of the Ut. Louis 
Terminal R. R. Association. It was waged for the most 
part against the desires of leading business men and 
business organizations, who, on account of favors or 
fear of the influence of the combined railroads, sup- 
ported the, railway interest against the interests of 
St. Louis. 

The monopoly grew out of the Eads Bridge, which 
was built as an independent bridge and the Terminal 
company serving the railroads entering St. Louis. It 
be with a pool formed in 1892 between the Eads 
Bridle and the Merchants’ Bridge and Terminal Co., 
which had obtained its franchise for the purpose of 
preserving competition with the Eads Bridge. It was 
followed ‘by a consolidation in violation of the charter 
of the Merchants’ Bridge. The monopoly was com- 
pleted by the purchase of the Wiggins Ferry Co. at an 
enormous price, and was held together by contracts 
with eath railroad entering the combine obliging it 
to use of the facilities of the Terminal R. R. Associa- 
tion, and no other, and to agree to charges levied on 
all St. Louis traffic.

Commerce Commission. It ordered the abolition of all 
monopoly charges within the 100-mile zone not charged 
outside of that zone. It was a sweeping decision, so far 
as the abolition of the monopely barrier against the 
free entrance of railroads into St. Louis without restric- 
tions as to charges or conditions imposed by the Ter- 
minal combination. It fixed the terminals of St. Louis 
railroads within the city of St. Louis, and made the

The Terminal R. R. Association accepted all the condi- 
tions of the decision without protest except the aboli- 
tion of the arbitrary, which it claimed was not clearly 
ordered by the Court. The interlocutory decree handed 
down by the Judges of the Circuit Court of Appeals em- 
bodied the orders with regard to the dissolution of the 
monopoly, but merely quoted the words of the Court in 
relation to the arbitrary. 

The nal decree has not yet been handed down, but is 
a subject of contention in the Court between the attor- 
neys of the United States and the Términals attorneys.

ter World's Fair facilities, the Terminal R R. Asso- 
ciation sought legislation providing for valuable fran- 
chises and privileges, including an elevated road on the 
Levee and on Clark avenue and the cordemnation of 
24 city blocks for a bridge approach for the railroad 
across the Mississippi. It also included surface lines, 
depots and tunnels. In addition to this, in 1903, the 
Terminal R. R. Association asked for additional fran- 
chises, including a loop from Washington avenue to 
the foot of Market street, with connection to the pro- 
The Post-Dispatch vigorously 
opposed the granting of these franchises without the 
complete abolition of the bridge arbitrary. It demanded 
the abolition of the arbitrary, a St. Louis bill of lad- 
ing, and West Side deliveries. Tue Post-Dispatch was 
supported in this opposition by the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the Merchants’ Exchange, the. wholesale mer- 
chants and other business organizations. The fight 
was won, despite the combined efforts of all the Ter- 
minal interests and the World's Fair Board of Directors, 
who in a body demanded the granting of the franchises. 

Finding that it was beaten, the Terminal Association 
surrendered and offered to comply with the terms outlined 
by the Post-Dispatch. A committee of business men 
was organized to treat with the Terminal Association, 
after a visit to St. Louis of the presidents and general 
managers, who approved the surrender. But finding 
that the committee was without power, the Post- Dis- 
patch urged the creation of. the Municipal Terminal 
Commission to deal with the subject. This was fol- 
lowed by a message from Rolla Wells, then Mayor, 
recommending the passage of an ordinance creating 
such a commission and empowering it to deal with the 
Terminal R: R. Association. The commission was au- 
thorized and organized and resulted in the abolition of 
all arbitrary bridge tolls on St. Louis traffic of the 100- 
mile zone. The agreement with the railroads reserved 
to the railroads the right to charge tolls on traffic with- 
in the 100-mile zone, chiefly coal mined with the St. 
Louis industrial district of Illinois.

tion of Forest Park for the Fair. For the maintenance 
of the museum the Post-Dispatch proposed and advo- 
cated a special tax to be administered by a board of 
prominent citizens interested in art education. This 
campaign was successful and the tax was voted. The 
first Board of Control was constituted of eity officials, 
private citizens and directors of Washington University, 
which controlled the Crow Museum of Fine Arts at 
Nineteenth and Locust streets. The latter Museum was 
closed and its treasures removed to the City Museum 
in Forest Park. 

But the Board of Control did ‘not make the City Mu- 
goum free to the public nor fully realize the opportunity 
for making it a great influence for art education of 
the people. The Post-Dispatch demanded that it be 
made free on all days and the organization of the 
board being attacked, the Supreme Court held that the 
inclusion of representatives of Washington University 
was improper. A new organization was effected and 
the museum was made free at all times. 


As a further service toward the spread of art among 
the people, the Post-Dispatch urged the owners of fine 
pictures to place them on exhibition in the City Mu- 
seum. Many St. Louisans possess works of art which, 
prior to this suggestion, had been seen only by their 
friends, but as a result of the urgence of the Post- 
Dispatch a loan exhibit of St. Louis-owned works of 
art was opened in the museum in July, 1910. Each 
succeeding summer this loan exhibition has n re- 
peated and each time the exhibit has been better and 
more varied, for not only were the people gratified 
by the opening of vast collections, but wealthy men 
were awakened to the good they could do and enlarged 
their collections by 1 purchase of fine works 
ot art. 


Victory in Fight 


for Home Rule 


N his first editorial in the Post and Dispatch, Joseph 
Pulitzer dedicated the paper to the advocacy of 
“principles and ideas rather than prejudice and 
partisanship.” Among the principles to be advo- 

cated he specified home rule, and consistently through- 
out its history the Post-Dispatch has kept that principle 
in view. St. Louis =e this blessing in three branches 
of its administration. „ r Commjssioners, Po- 
lice Commissioners and Excise Commissioner are ap- 
pointed by the Governor of Missouri and are responsible 
to and removable only by him. Throughout its history 
the Post-Dispatch has never ceased to point out the 
many evils resulting from this false system, its essential 
violation of a cardinal prin- 

cipal of democracy, the dis- 

tance between the authority 


and its source and the con- 


stant temptation the sys- 
tem offers a Governor to use 
his power to further politi- 
cal ambition. 

During the administra- 
tion of Gov. Folk the Post- 
Dispatch demanded legisla- 
tion giving the city power 
over those administrative 
departments; but the Gover- 
nor’s opposition defeated 
that campaign. Under the 
administration of Gov. Had- 
ley a somewhat unsatisfac- 
tory. home rule bill was 

and vetoed by the Governor. In September, 
1912, the Post-Dispatch inaugurated a new campaign for 
real home rule and was joined in the fight by improve- 
ment associations, organized labor, the Business Men's 
League, Civic Federation and other voluntary associa- 
The influence of the Post-Dispatch up- 
on the Legislature through publicity was a most potent 
force in favor of the passage of the bills. 

March 10, 1913, Gov. Major signed bills which had 
passed the Legislature giving the Mayor of St. Loris 
power to appoint Police and Excise Commissioners sub- 
ject to the checks of removal for cause by the Council 
or by the Governor. The Legislature did not pass a 
bill providing for Appointment by the Mayor of Elec- 
tion Commissioners. The new laws should have gone 
into effect June 20, but their enforcement was sus- 
pended by a petition signed by 35,000 voters under the 
referendum law, demanding that. the bills be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the next general election for 
ratification or rejection. This election will be held next 
fall, when the issue will be: decided.

It marshaled 

the facts concerning prohi- 

bition in other states, sending special commissioners 
to Kansas and Tennessee to investigate conditions and 
showing that “blind tigers,” “lid clubs,” “speak easys” 
and saloon drug stores had sprung up and flourished 
there. It was shown that prohibition did not prohibit, 
but substituted the unregulated dive for the supervised 


and regulated saloons of nonprohibition states; that 


Memphis had 763 regulated saloons before prohibition 
was adopted in Tennessee, and had 972 saloons after- 
ward, and some never locked their doors; that under 
prohibition there was gambling in saloons, drinks were 
served to boys and girls and the State and city derived 
no revenue from the traffic. Beginning the fight with 
little support from other newspapers the Post-Dispatch 
led the way. Presently the chorus was complete and 
when the election was held the amendment was defeated 
by a tremendous majority. 


Free Golf in 
Forest Park 


UMEROUS attempts have been made by per- 

sons who seek their own profit td use Forest 

N Park. The St. Louis & Suburban Railway 

Co., which owned the Union line, sought a 

franchise to cross the park at Union avenue. The Post- 

Dispatch brought all the force of publicity and argu- 

ment to bear on this projected grab, but a combine of 

Delegates and Councilmen passed the bill for bribes, 

as was disclosed in the Folk boodle investigations. 
However, the bill was vetoed by the Mayor. 

Subsequently an attempt was made to secure permis- 
sion for the Wabash and the Rock Island railways to 
run through Forest Park, to obviate grade crossings 
and make property north.of the park more valuable for 
residential purposes. This plan was only abandoned 
after the Post-Dispatch had twice defeated it by show- 
ing the nature of the grab. 

Under a temporary permit a private club set up a 
clubhouse, tennis courts and golf Hnks in the park for 
the exclusive use of its members. The Post-Dispatch 
demanded the revocation of this permit and the open- 
ing of courts and links to the public. After much op- 
position was overcome, public links were established on 
the ground occupied by the World’s Fair, tennis courts 


were laid out for the free use of all the people. 

Early in the history of the Post-Dispatch it began 
agitation for breathing spaces for the people. It espe- 
Clally advocated a system of small parks in the tene- 
ment districts of the city. Coupled with this plea for 
air spaces was agitation for free baths and playgrounds 
for the children. Pefsistent effort in this behalf has 
been crowned with success. Five new parks were se- 
cured in the district east of Jefferson avenue in 1007 
and in each park is a playground. Several parks have 
public baths, and the work is growing as fast as money 
is available. 


Relief for Workers 
In Panic of 1893 


N 1893, when a panic checked industry, thousands 
of men were thrown out of employment in St. 
Louis. They were willing to work and loathe 
to accept charity, yet their necessities were great. 

This sad condition was made worse by the long contin- 
ued cold weather during the winter of 1893 $4, The 
Post-Dispatch raised a large fund ($39,215.79) -to pro- 
vide work for the army of unemployed men in the 
city. Under the administration of a citizens’ commit- 
tee a great lake was dug in Forest Park, employing 
20,000 men. No machinery was used in the excavation 
and no tool save the pick and shovel. Contractors do 
nated the use of teams, engineers gratuitously super- 
vised the work and committees of men and women fed 


fund. The ice was distributed under the direction of 
charitable associations. Subsequently the entire ice 
distribution was turned over to the King’s Daughters, 
who systematized the work, in conjunction with other 
charities. In 1903 the work“ of

The Post-Dispatch has been the 
custodian of enormous sums of 
money contributed by the char- 
itable people of St. Louis. A re- 
view of the funds raised in the 
past 35 years for flood and fire 
sufferers and many other worthy 
objects would be too lengthy for 
insertion here. Notable, however, 
is the annual collection for the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival. 
The first of these festivals was in 
the Music Hall of the old Expo- 
sition building on Olive between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets, in 1888. In the following 
years various organizations pro- ton 
vided Christmas feasts for the 
poor; but this work was so limit-

morals believed that it was im- 
possible to suppress gambling 
houses and thereford promoted or 
acquiesced in the issuance of li- 
censes by the community. Preda- 
tory politicians threatened legis- 
lation inimical to the gamblers, 
in order that they might collect 
bribes for the prevention of such 
legislation, or urged officials to 
the enforcement of obsolete laws 
when the gamblers failed to pay 
for protection. For self-protection 
the gamblers entered politics, 
dictating nominati and secur- 
ing the election of Umeials favor- 
able to them. 


In 1879 the Governor appointed 
Police Commissioners for St. 
Louis who were favorable to the 
‘gamblers. The Post-Dispatch 
printed the facts and secured the 
appointment of a Senate Investi- 

gating mmittee. Testimony

it out; * the Post-Dispatch se- 
cured printed the testimony,

prominent citizens who supervise 
the detail work, the Post-Dispatch 
being responsible for the execution of plans and paying 
all deficiency bills.. Contributions are annually invited 
from the public and each year of the past 12 from $6000 
to $12,000 has been raised to pay the expences of the 
festival. 

So long as the old Coll- 


seum existed at Thirteenth, 
St. Charles and Fourteenth 
streets, the main feast was 
held there. The last year of 
this series (1905) it was 
necessary to provide great 
stoves to heat the Coliseum, 
as the regular plant had 
been torn down. Then the 
Coliseum itself was torn 
down and, in 1906, the feast 
was divided among seven 
halls in as many sections of 
the city. In 1907 the new 
Coliseum was completed and 
the main feast was held 
there, as it has been on each 
succeeding year and* will be this Christmas day, the 
thirteenth annual festival. 

The feast consists of a bounteous dinner, an enormous 
Christmas tree and gift distributions to which all the 
poor chiédren of the city are invited. As sicknesd in 
some homes would prevent children going to the Coli- 
seum, some thousands of baskets, each containing the 
materials for a good dinner and gifts, are sent out be- 
fore Christmas day. others and fathers accompany 
children to the Coliseum feast. Another dinner is 
spread on Christmas day at another place, for home- 
less men. Thus Christmas cheer is brought to all who 
would otherwise be deprived of its blessings. 


O less actiye was the Post-Digpatch in the cor- 
rection of physical evils which retarded the 
growth and interfered with the wellbeing of St. 
Louis. As has been said, there was no street 

paving prior to 1878, in which year several blocks of 
wood paving were laid on Fourth street. All other 
streets were dressed with broken limestone, and, as in 
time, this was ground into dust, more broken limestone 
was spread upon the surface. Sprinkling carts subsi- 
dized by householders turned this dust into mud; but 
as some householders paid and some @id not, the sprink- 
ling was not continuous, hence every wind raised great 
clouds of lime dust. 

The war of the Post-Dispatch to change these condl- 
tions began in 1882, and in 1885 the work of education 
was so far complete that the paving of downtown 
streets with granite blocks, which still endure, was

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— nor's appointees were rejected. 

Pursuing this evil further, the 
Post-Dispatch printed a complete exposure of the lot- 
tery circle’s organization. The St. Louis Lottery Co. 
was forced out of business and the candidates of the 
gamblers were defeated at the next election. The next 
Legislature passed the Johnson law making the keep- 
ing of a gambling house a felony. 

In 1883 this work was done again, for the gamblers 
had no faith in the ability of the Post-Dispatch to win 
continuously in a war against them; they did not be- 
lieve that the people could be again aroused against 
them. Gambling houses ‘ 
were run wide open; the 
owners of the houses held 
resignations of the Police 
Commissioners, with 
blank dates, under an 
agreement that these 
would be sent to the Gov- 
ernor whenever these 
gamblers believed their 
“business” was being in- 
terfered with unduly.

NEWSPAPER or any other periodical publication is primarily a business. 
the purpose is to obtain profits for the owners. That purpose is entirely legitimate.

REALIZE that men whose lives are devoted to newspaper work are likely 
to have a much saner view as to what newspapers can do for the good of 
the public than can one whose attention is directed along other lines. 

I am a regular reader of the Post-Dispatch. I think that it very 
closely lives up to the ideals set forth by itsfounder. I have many times 


paper is more than a mere money-making enterprise. 
It is a matter of important public concern, and has an 
obligation and a responsibility to the republic which can- 
not be overlooked. Of course any paper which sets out 
to be the organ of a certain organization or of a certain 
body of. opinion is committed in advance to look at 
everything from a particular point of view. This is 
legitimate, but at the same time it must greatly limit the usefulness of the 
publication in question, so far as the public at large, especially the intelligent 
part of the public, is concerned. It seems to me that the vital points consist: 

I. In presenting the truth about news just as nearly as it can be ascer- 
tained. The paper should always be willing to sacrifice priority of publica- 
tion or even a large financial interest to correctness of presentation. A paper 
which will unflinchingly adhere to that policy I believe in the long run will 
obtain so much public support as to make it worth while financially, 

2. There is of course choice to be made in the kind of facts which will 
be presented to the public and i in the way in which they are presented. Many 
facts are not worth while. They are so trivial and have so little bearing on 
anything important that to cumber the pages of an intelligent newspaper 
with them is not only useless but on the whole injurious to the public mind. 
Paltry gossip is not worth while for a newspaper any more than for an indi- 
vidual. Moreover, the presentation of many things having to do with vice 
and crime, in so far as that presentation is unnecessary, can do only harm 
and no good. 

In the third place a newspaper of high grade in the expression of high 
opinion should be fair. Personal abuse and the distortion of facts to subserve 
a partieular end are unworthy not only of an individual whose standards of 

life are high but of a newspaper which maintains similar standards. 
If the public press maintains such principles as chose to which I have adverted 
it will be an agency of enormous importance in securing the most intelligent and

S James Bryce said, more than twenty years ago, in his 
American Commonwealth, i: public opinion is the 
real ruler in this country. It is far more influential 
in shaping our destinies than any class: or group of 
men, whether in or out of public office. The public 

press—especially the daily and weekly press—probably exer- 
cises a more constant and a more vigorous influence on public 
opinion than any other single agency. It constitutes practically 
the only reading matter of at least nine-tenths of our adult pop- 
ulation, and its news service and opinions are moulding public 
opinion every day in the year. By its selection of news and by 
the slant given the news as it appears in print, the press colors 
the entire outlook of men and women; and through editorial ex- 
pressions and special articles it affects their views nearly as 
strongly. 

This great power of the press invests it with an equally great 
opportunity and a weighty obligation. Whether the bold ex- 
periment of full democratic government and a popular social 
system are to prove a success in the nation, 
in the states, in the cities and in the country 
districts, will depend in large part on the hon- 
esty, the fearlessness, the competence and the 
devotion to sound ideals of the press. In our 
day and time the opportunities and the obliga- 
tions of the press equal those of the pulpit 
during the period of its greatest influence, 
before, during and after the American 
Revolution.

I often envy the exceedingly clear, lucid way in which write- 
ups appear in your paper, when I recall that in the very nature of 
the case there has been no opportunity to-consult any authority, 
to revise one’s expressions, to consult a dictionary, or to give 
sober reflection to the arrangement of the article. 


It does strike a layman, however, as the duty of a newspaper 


to deserve a reputation for reliability, and in order to gain that 
reputation it would seem as though reports should be sifted, and 
facts, when — as facts, should be real.

newspapers through the mails was cut one-half. The cost of tele- 
graphic dispatches was to drop to one-quarter of what it had been. 
When I acted as Washington correspondent of the San Franciscv 
Chropicle, and first had the good fortune and stimulus of meeting the 
late Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, every dispatch I filed cost the newspaper 
which received it 12 cents a word. When this was reduced to.10 cents 
I was told to stop cutting out the little words. When it went to 5 
cents, I was told to send any good stuff. The rate continued to fall 
and before 1890 reached for newspaper service a tenth of what it had 
been when I filled my first dispatches. The change that shorter dis- 
tances brought was not as great, but it amounted to a reduction in 
the cost of telegraphy to about one-half in 1885 of what it was in 
1875. Cable rates dropped: A cable dispatch was a. metropolitan 
luxury to a newspaper when tbe St. Louis Post- -Dispatch passed into

These great alterations were’ world changes; they took place 

in all lands, between 1870 and 1880. England began in 1870 its first 
system of public instruction at the public expense. France the same 
year passed under a republic which sought the instruction of all, 
while under the Empire one conscript in six was unable to read and 
write. Germany, which had begun the universal teaching of the many 
before any of the other three lands (the United States, England and 
France) first awakened to its national union and national conscious- 
ness in 1870. In all there came the same mechanical changes; the 
same increase in the speed of presses; the same geduction in the cost 
of paper; the same cheapening in the price of the transmission of 
news, for the reduction of telegraph rates and the conveniences for 
distribution were greater in the other three countries than they were 
in the United States. In all these lands, there came the same increase 
to those who could read, cutting through an entirely new cross sec- 
tion of the social pyramid, lower, broader, greater in area, more 
numerous, more completely representing the people as a whole than 
had ever been known from the beginning of time. 
When one deals with any great change in the condition of men 
and women one nearly always forgets that what occurs as the result 
of changes which have affected all and spread the field of work of 
genius, is due to the social growth, the social development and the 
social yearning of great massés for new relations in their life, and 
not to the work of individuals, however great, however awe or how- 
ever zealous in the public service. 


Civilization’s Greater Engine 


HE path which these new forces will take is, however, directed 
by this and that man of genius who leads to some new con- 
quest of social needs and demands the throng ready to move 
somewhere.

Path of American Journalism 


RONTING as these four countries did a generation ago entirely 
new conditions in journalism, what did they do with it? In 
England there was a vain attempt made to continue the 
journalism of the past. The many were never reached until 
Lord Northcliffe only with a dozen years broke all the traditions of 
the past in English jdurnalism. Th result was a paper like the 
London Mail, without an editorial page in the usual sense of the term, 
though with a clearly definéd policy—a vast bill board which has some 
800,000 circulation. In France the typical product of these changes 
was a paper like Le Petit Journal. A little sheet with an enormous 
circulation which ran to a million. It carefully avoided burning is- 
sues, it made no exposures, it won its first great circulation by pub- 
lishing a notorious, novel of Zola’s. In Germany the Socfalist press 
multiplied, and the papers which ramified through all the new audt- 
ence which journalism received preached bitterness, hate, enmity of 
the rule that existed and a determination to destroy and recreate 
rather than to reform and reinvigorate. 

This has not been the path of American journalism. The new 
great field of millions of readers which changed the reckoning of 
circulation from thousands and at most six or seven tens of thousands 
in the 70s to the reckoning of circulation in tens of thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of circulation at the present day was ac- 
companied by an entirely mew consciousness and a new command of 


the duties of the American newspaper. The exposure of evil in 


government by newspapers began with the publications as to the 
Tweed ring in New Vork in 1870. Incredible as it may seem, up to 
that time, the publication of great wrongs in the Government had 
been almost wholly carried on by party agencies and not by 
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newspapers. The “exposures” of the period before 1860 were 
nearly always the work of party leaders, using a party organ, 
and inevitably affected by selfish desire to turn out one party and 
secure another. Exposure | for the good of the people without 
regard to one party or the other, and calling instead on all citi- 
zens to band together and turn the rascals out—in which the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch has had so honorable, so conspicuotis ahd 
so efficient a career during its history in the past 35 years—was 
almost unknown in our earlier journalism. There came also a 
great broadening in thé causes which a newspaper advocated: 
Instead of standing simply for a party and its platform, the 
American newspaper be in this period to have appeals ana 
convictions of its own. When the free silver mania came, scores. | 
of Democratic newspapers stood by their principles upon the cur- 
rency and for a season left their party’s candidates, though not 
their party. This is but one illustration of many in which it 
came to be true that while in the past one could always be certain 
that this newspaper and that would stand by the ‘nominees of a 
particular ‘party, it could be said of the greate? newspapers in 
the land that whether an election were focal, state or national 
one could unhesitatingly say that this newspaper or that would 
follow what it believed and not the party with which it was as- 
sociated.

Publicity for Unrighteousness 


. UMAN interest came to be dominant. This shocked those 
H whose main interest, is dulled by all the advantages of 
life.

it was to be hungry and to lack, to suffer and to be sick 

alone, to fight with all the ravening beasts of a great city, are 
unable to see why a story which has—as the reporter’s phrase 
goes heart throbs in it” ought to be on the first page at the cost 
of something which interests not the human heart and humanity, 
but property and the rights of property. The American news- 
paper began also té see that everybody had a right to know every- 
thing about everybody—that there was no set of people who could 


shroud themselves in the darkness of favored conditions and lead 


a life apart, screened and covered, most of all as to their Wwander- 
ing from right things, right conduct and the observance of the 
good life. Instead the American newspaper began to publish all 

these wanderings, and the fear of publicity deterred those whom 
neither human Jaw nor human punishments could reach or control. 
The result of these great changes in the history of the last 

35 years was that the American newspaper suddenly bécame” a 
thing wholly apart from the journalism of the rest of thé world. 
In each of its great cities there grew up newspapers whfth every- 

body read, where abroad in the three lands we have mentioned, 
there are today papers which the few read and ‘papers which the 

many read. *
